SUBJECT: ITB 7116/LEAF VACS 

Patty, the following is a list of the deviations from the specs and some safety 
and maintenance concerns. 

1) Pick-up hose- specs called for a fiber reinforced rubber hose @7.5 Ibs/ft. 
Giant Vac has listed a polyurethane hose. I have spoken with several people 
about this and they all say these hoses only last a year or less. 

2) Specs called for duel exhaust screens on the hopper. Giant Vac does not have 
this. This helps in reducing dust and particles from blowing out of the hopper. 

3) Height of machine - Giant Vac has a bracket assembly that holds the spring 
that assists in the openning of the rear door during dumping that sticks up 
approx 12" above the top of the hopper. Specs called for a low profile assembly 
sticking up only 3". Communities I have spoken with have stated they have had 
this bracket hit limbs and get bent and usually also bends the rear door. 

4) Trailer hitch - American roads has an adjustable hitch that can be moved up 
or down to accomodate the truck. Giant Vac is welded in place so the truck 
hitch would have to be altered to fit the machine. An adjustable hitch was 
called for in the specs. 

MAINTENANCE CONCERNS 

1) Although not specifically spelled out in the specs the axle setup on the 
Giant vac is some cause for concern. This machine has the three axles to the 
rear of the machine which makes it tongue heavy. There is also some concern 
about excessive tire wear because of this setup. The American roads machine has 
centered these axles to more evenly distribute the weight.

2) The American Roads engine has a two year warranty and the Giant Vac has omly 
a one year. Again this wasn't required in the specs but we feel this is an 
added bonus. 

SAFETY CONCERNS: 

1) The main concern we have is with the lever that engages and disengages the 
clutch. On the Giant Vac the operator has to go between the truck and the 
machine to preform this function. This causes the operator to possibly leave 
the field of vision of the truck driver and we feel could cause an accident if 
the communication between the driver and operator was not what it should be. 

The American roads machine has this lever on the side of the machine thereby 
eliminating this concern.
